British Borrow 


$425,000,000 
Through RFC

Loan Made on Security 


of Their Investments 
in U. S. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—(A)— 
The British government today 
borrowed $425.000,000 from the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion in order to raise nearly half 
the $1,000,000,000 owed to Ameri- 
can manufacturers on war 
rials contracts made prior 
lend-lease program. 

Jesse H. Jones, federal loan ad- 
ministrator, announced that the 
loan was made on the security of 
large blocks of British investments 
in this country, and fhat he be- 
lieved the earnings of these 
vestments would be enough to re- 
pay the loan in 15 years at 3 per 
cent interest. 

The loan-was made under au- 
thority granted by congress last 
month and Jones said it would 
provide “the British with dollar 
exchange without having to sell 
“their securities and investments at 
forced sale.” | 

Collateral for Loan. 


He added that collateral for the 
loan included $205,000,000 worth 
of stock market securities of 61 
United States corporations, $115.- 
000,000 worth of securities of 46 
other American corporations, and 
$180,000,000 worth of the capital 
stock of 41 American’ insurance 
companies which are owned by 
the British. In addition, the Brit- 
ish assigned to the RFC the earn- 
ings of the American branches of 
41 British insurance companies. 

Informed sources indicated that 
the British still needed about 
$500,000,000 to pay their debts but 
believed they could get it through 
selling gold and merchandise here. 

Some of this money may not be 
needed until next year, because 
the British do not have to pay for 
a contract until it completed. 
Thus. the money from the RFC 
will be drawn at the rate of about 
$100,.000,000 a month. 

First in Many Years. 

The loan was the first obtained 
in this country by the British gov- 
ernment for many years. After the 
British defaulted on more. than 
$5.000.000.000 of World War debts, 
congress passed the Johnson act 
which forbade private lenders to 
lend money to such defaulters. 

The neutrality act also barred 
loans to England because she was 
a belligerent but a new law sign- 
ed by President Roosevelt on June 
10 authorized RFC loans when 
made on the security of American 
investments. 

United States officials said the 
loan had two main purposes. One 
was to enable the British to get 
the most money possible out of 
their American investments 1n or- 
der to be able to pay off American 
manufacturers on the war materi- 
al orders. The other purpose was 
to keep the British from depress- 
ing American financial markets 
by “dumping” the securities at 
sacrifice prices in order to raise

vodsk. 

That town, 250 miles north of 
Leningrad, Is a major point on the 
railroad running southward from 
Murmansk, the Soviet Arctic port, 
along the coast of the White Sea 
and then skirting Lake Ladoga to 
terminate at Leningrad. 

Japan’s Move Hinted. 

By coincidence, heavier action 
in the Russian war developed si- 
multaneously with indications that 
Japan—tied ostensibly friendly via 
neutrality treaty with Russia—was 
about to move at last. 

While yesterdays war bulletins 
had suggested that the Germans 
were seemingly having the better 
of it on the southern Russian front, 
although making no great progress 
at the center and northern center 
below Leningrad, competent and 
independent accounts _ indicated 
that the first Nazi mass air raid 
on Moscow had been more spec- 
tacular than successful. 

Hitler’s most publicized weapon, 
the Luttwaffe, beat at the Soviet 
capital for five and a half hours 
between Monday's dusk and Tues- 
days dawn, but apparently 
achieved neither of its prime ob- 
jectives—great physical destruction 
and the spread of panic.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
THE BISMARCK EXPERIENCE WASHINGTON, July 22.— 


; Additional evidence pieced 
together by the British out of information gained from German 
survivors and other eyewitness accounts of the sinking of the Nazi 
super-battleship Bismarck may cause a radical revision in some of 
our plans for future naval construction. 

Naval experts were puzzled at the time by the terrific amount of 
gun fire the German vessel was able to withstand before going down 
in its epic battle with the British. Subsequent reports have made 
the performance of the Bismarck even more astonishing. 

According to the latest information received in naval circles, it 
took no less than 35 torpedo hits to send the ship to the bottom. 
Ordinarily eight such hits with torpedoes would be enough to sink 
a modern battleship of the type of the King Georve V, latest put into 
service by the British, or the North Carolina, newest acquisition to 
the American fleet, both of approximately the same displacement— 
35,000 tons. Half this number would have been sufficient, it is esti- 
mated, to prove fatal to the type of battleship construction used in 
the last World War. 


A SUPER DREADNAUGHT The answer to the Bismarck’s 

ability to stand up under such 
fire is attributed by the British to a multiple system of water-tight 
compartments adopted by German naval architects in unprecedented 
form. Whereas our modern battleship plans and those of the British 
call for only some 25 such compartments, the Germans are said to 
have honeycombed the hull of this super dreadnaught with nearly 
eight times as many. Estimates have been made that the Bismarck 
had. 185 of these water-tight cells, all fitted with pressure doors 
capable of isolating torpedo explosions. 

The‘fact that it was of 50,000 tons displacement, largest battleship 
ever built, provided accommodations for more than the normal com- 
plement of compartments, but the number actually employed was 
unheard of. 

Navy Department officials will not discuss the matter, but as a 
result of the intelligence developed by the British we are understood 
to be revising plans in order to increase the number of cells to at 
least 45 in some of our vessels which have not proceeded too far in 
construction to permit the change. 

In explanation of why the Germans were willing to risk their 
newest battleship in an encounter with the British, who greatly out- 
numbered anything the Nazis had to offer, the story is now gleaned 
from survivors of the Bismarck that Hitler and his naval consultants 
thought they had devised a vessel that was unsinkable. They were 
convinced, it is related, that the ship would be able to plow through a 
ring of lighter British craft with much the same ease as their heavier 
30-ton tanks did with the Poles and the French during earlier stages 
of the war. . 
A STROKE OF LUCK As a matter of fact, the Bismarck was 
overtakerf and brought to terms after 
sinking the British battle cruiser Hood only by a stroke of luck. 
Faster and more powerful, it had eluded its pursuers and was within 
close range of the zone of air protection provided by the French 
coast when a chance torpedo from a British airplane disabled her 
steering apparatus, halting her until the following fleet could come 


up for the kill. 


But for this fluke aerial torpedo she probably would have reached 


the Harbor of Brest. 


Dispatches covering news of the battle told of American naval 


patrol vessels being in the vicinity of the battle. 


It now develops 


that we had-ships right in the midst of the fight, though taking no 


part in the engagement, of course. 


Our vessels were there chiefly 


on missions of mercy, picking up survivors from British merchant- 


men sunk by raiders and submarines. 


One of these unexpectedly 


found itself half way between the Bismarck and a British warship, 


four miles on either side. 


AN EPIC OF THE SEA Neither the Germans nor the British 

would take a chance on firing over the 
American vessel, with the result that the Bismarck used the Amer- 
ican ship as a screen for its escape maneuvers. 

When the final story of the naval engagement is told it will be 
more of an «pic than the news dispatches indicated. 

The fullest possible credit must be given, the reports have it, to 
English air suicide squadrons who dived through deadly antiaircraft 
fire to launch their torpedoes on the Bismarck irrespective of cost. 
The official accounts will probably show that few of them escaped 
with their lives. Much the same is expected to be found true of the 


destroyers when the British publish their losses ultimately. 


These 


smaller vessels swarmed in repeatedly discharging their torpedoes 


at the giant German hulk. 


Although the Nazi ship’s guns were in- 


comparably superior they could not shoot in all directions at once.

THE STUFF OF WAR Maybe you get worried. A lot of let- 
ters written by people who say they 
are worried, come to my desk. 

“What about the war?” “Do the people really care about lib- 
erty?” “Are we too confused?” ‘‘Have we anys leaders worth the 
name?” 

I feel that way now and then. 
They will never make me believe. 

I got a letter, among others on other subjects, from a lady who 
Was sure our morale was not good; that our Army of selectees were 
confused and didn’t have good morale. 

It so happened that when the letter came I was tired. I was 
sitting quietly, at the lunch hour, with the door shut, reading. I was 
reading Steven Vincent Benet’s great story of the War Between the 
States, “John Brown’s Body.” 

In his research he had taken the letters of the soldiers of that 
war. They were boys. I remember at a Marietta Memorial Day 
going out into that beautiful cemetery and looking at the tomb- 
stones of the soldier dead of that war. We think of them as men 
with beards. Their dates on the stones tell the story. They died at 
the ages of 19 and 21 and 23 and thereabouts. They were young, 
as young as the men going off today. 

What did their letters say’? Well, Benet wrote a part of his poem 
about it. It is curious how soldiers’ letters always read the same. 
ALWAYS THE SAME When the first Roman legions went into 

Britain there were men living who had 


heard Jesus Christ preach the Sermon On the Mount. I would wager 
that the letters of those soldiers read just the same. I am sure the 
letters of those who followed Hannibal across the Alps and knocked 
at the gates of Rome, wrote the same. That those Xerxes and 
Alexander and of Nebuchadnezzar said the same thing. Benet wrote:

But, honest, we'll work it out. 


“Other voices, rising out of the scraps of paper 

Till they mix in a single voice that says over and over 

‘It is cold. It is wet. We marched till we couldn't stand up. 
It is muddy here. I wish you could see us here. ,

Voices of boys and men, 

Homesick, stubborn, talking of little things, 

‘We get better food. I'm getting to be a good cook. 

The food’s bad. The whole company yelled ‘Hard Bread!’ today. 
There are only three professed Christians in my whole regiment, 
I feel sad about that. 

I wish you could see the way we have to live here, 

I wish everybody at home could see what it’s like. 

It’s muddy. It’s cold. My shoes gave out on the march. 

We lost the battle. The general was drunk, 

This is the roughest life that you ever saw. 

If I ever get back home—” 

And, over and over, in stiff, patriotic phrases, 

“IT am resigned to die for the Union, mother. 

If we die in this battle, we will have died for the right, 

We will have died bravely—you can trust us for that. 

It is only right to die for our noble Union. 

We will save it or die for it. There's just one thing. 

I hope I die quick. I hope I don’t have to die 

In the hospital. 

There is one thought that to me is worse than death. 
(This, they say over and over) it is the thought 

Of being buried as they bury us here 

After a battle. Sometimes they barely cover us. 

I feel sick when I think of getting buried like that. 
Though if nothing except our death will rescue our Union, 
You can trust us to die for it.” 

And, through it all, the deep diapason swelling. 


So wrote Benet. Cup your ears. You can hear them from the 
camps of Babylon, from the army of Joshua which marched around 
the walls of Jericho, from the ships of Columbus seeking a new 
route to the Old World—always the same. It always has been so. 
Our boys are just the same. The voice of the soldier always is 
the same. 


NO PLAY WAR There will be grousing if the term of service is 
lifted. But not too much. 

The President has said that the emergency is much more real 
than we imagine. Of that we may be sure. He does not speak idly. 
He speaks out of information, not out of theory. 

It is true, I admit, that we have not taught our soldiers that mercy 
is a quality of weakness; that cruelty and hardness are a part of a 
soldier’s equipment. 

We have learned that right and truth will not stand up against 
wrong and untruth if it carries the most guns. We know that a good 
cause is no good if it carries bad guns against a bad cause with 
good guns. 

We have set out to defend a good cause with good guns. If we 
do have to do it the soldiers will be ready. Don’t worry about their 
voices.

as Proof. of ‘Sensational 
Exposure.’ 

BERLIN, July 22.—(UP)—A' 

picture which the German press 


had promised would ‘“‘tear the lid 
right off Roosevelt” turned out 


tonight to show the President of 


the’ United States sitting com- 
placently amid a group of men all 
wearing Masonic aprons. 

It was rushed here from Oslo 


as proof of what newspaper ban- 


nerlines had called the ‘“sensa- 
tional exposure” that Mr. Roose- 
velt is a Mason. (Who’s Who and 
such standard reference books list 
Mr. Roosevelt’s Masonic member- 


ship.) 


The Nazi party organ Voelkisch- 
er Beobachter set the pace for the 
blasting of the “Roosevelt bomb- 
shell’ with a streamer headline 
proclaiming “Roosevelt —Chief 
Tool of Jewish World Freema- 
sonry.”’ 

Earlier press reports said the 
“exposure” was made possible bv 
the discovery in Oslo of a “secret 
illustrated document” showing Mr. 
Roosevelt in Masonic dress. 

Correspondents were able to 
identify in the group. picture 
Mavor F. H. LaGuardia, of New 
York; Justice Ferdinand Pecora. 
of the New York state supreme 
court, and Mr. Roosevelt’s three 
sons. A handout accompanying 
the picture said it was taken No- 
vember 7, 1930, at an architect’s 
house in New York. The handout 
said it was found,. together .with 
a letter to the Oslo Masonic lodge 
written from New York by Mason 
Knut Vang describing the picture 
as extremely confidential.

fagasta, Chile. 

About 4,000 Indians in Cocha- 
bamba province were reported to 
have revolted at the instigation 
of elements seeking to promote a 
totalitarian conspiracy. The dis- 
turbance presumably was. sup- 
pressed with the arrest of 12 In- 
dian leaders, 

It was in Cochabamba province 
that Defense Minister General 
Miguel Candia last night reported 
the arrest of several high ranking 
Bolivian military officers, several 
civilians and a German citizen, 
Herman Schroth, former manager 


of a German air line in Brazil. in 


connection with the alleged plot. 

Two hundred carabineros guard- 
ed against any outbreak from a 
large crowd at the railway station 
as Wendler left after turning over 
his legation to Dr. Hans Haller, 
charge d’affaires. 

The Bolivian charge daffaires 
in Berlin was ordered today to 
leave Germany within three days, 
and the Bolivian government in- 
structed him to go to Switzerland. 
Official sources here described the 
German action, taken in reprisal 
for Wendler’s expulsion, as un- 
justifiably harsh.

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Breathing Through Mouth

At rest or asleep one should 
breathe through the nose and keep 
one’s mouth shut.

“Production of watermelons in 
Georgia is indicated to be 14,400,- 


000 melons from 60,000 acres,” the 


report continued. “This compares 
with 18,480,000 melons and 66,000 
acres in 1940. The decrease was 
In the earliest producing lower 
counties of south Georgia, where 
growers were discouraged by the 
rainey period during last year’s 
harvest which caused a large part 
of the crop to be left in fields or 
fed to hogs.” 

The transplanting of pimientos 
in central Georgia was seen 
pleted about two to three weeks 
late, and abaundant moisture got 
the plants off to a good start, im- 
proving the outlook for this crop. 
It now appears Georgia will have 
only 12,000 acres compared to May 
1 prospects for setting out 17,600 
acres, and the 11,710 acres of last 
season.
